This seems an eminently just conclusion, but the only 
authority supporting it appears to be the case of Dennis v 
London Passenger Transport Board (1948) 1 All E.R. 779, 
where Denning, J., said :

The argument on the remoteness of the nervous shock 
sustained by the plaintiff on hearing of her husband’s death 
after an interval of time turned on whether there could be 
any distinction between seeing the event and hearing about 
it from someone else. It was conceded by counsel for the 
defence that if she had seen her husband's death she would 
have been entitled to recover for any resulting shock, but he 
argued that, on the authority of Hambrook v. Stokes Bro 
1925) 1 K.B. 141, and Bourhill v. Young {1943) A.C. 92 
(and he might have added King v. Phillips (1953) 1 O.B. 429), 
any injury resulting from being told of the death was too 
remote. However, the learned judge reasoned that, once a 
breach of duty was established, the difference between hearing 
and seeing was immaterial and that the lapse of time due to 
the plaintiff's unconsciousness between the event and the 
giving of the news made no difference ‘“ provided that the 
news was a which flowed directly the 
breach of duty,” any more than it makes any difference 
in a claim for personal injuries that there is a lapse of time 
between an injury and an operation necessitated by that 
injury. 

This decision pushes the limits of remoteness further than 
ever before. It had been previously thought that Owens v 
Liverpool Corporation [1939] 1 K.B. 394—where mourners 
were held entitled to recover for mental shock resulting from 
the coffin being overturned by a tram—-went “ as far as any 
court can go,” in the words of Devlin, J., in Behrens v. Bertram 
Mills Circus, Ltd. {1957} 2 0.B. 1, It is doubtful whether 
Devlin, J., envisaged that damages would be recovered for 
nervous shock resulting from a interventens 
The decision in Schneider v. Eisovitch must be regarded as 
the high-water mark up to the present, and it is difficult to 
see how it can rise any higher.

SEARCHLIGHT ON THE CHANCERY DIVISION 
THE HARMAN REPORT —III 


by Professor G. S. A. Wheatcroft, M.A., J.P., A Master of the Supreme Court (Chancery Division) 1951-59 


[HE originating summons was invented in Chancery so as 
to provide a simple and speedy method of settling certain 
kinds of disputes Although used in other divisions of the 
High Court—mainly in Married Women’s Property Act 
ipplications—its spiritual home still remains in the Chancery 
Division where more than three-quarters of the cases are 
commenced in that way 

Originally the originating summons had a simple form 
with an easily understood procedure to follow, but as the 

irs have gone by more and more types of cases have been 
considered suitable to be started in this way, each with minor 

iriations appropriate to its type rhe old simple form and 
procedure have now grown so many barnacles that their 


originators would not recognise them 


[he Harman Committee have made a determined attempt 


to clear away a good deal of dead wood they start by 
proposing (1) that except when application is made ex parte, 
there should be only one form of originating summons and 
that form should always require an appearance, (2) that 


originating summonses should be entitled between plaintiffs 
and defendants like writs and that no reference be made in 
the title to any document or statute, and (3) that the procedure 
for assigning a later case by certificate to or away from the 
group of judges to which former case had been assigned 
should be abolishe d 


\t present there are four different forms of originating 


summons—forms 1A, 1B, 1G and 1H in App. K to the White 
Book. Form 1s (the “not inter partes’’ form) which is 
used for applications for statutory relief—but which may 
not be used when relief is sought under the general jurisdiction 
of the court—is an unnecessary complication and ought to 
have been abolished a long time ago Form ic (whic h is 


the form prescribed by Ord. 54, r. 4F) does not require an 


appearance and is useful for applications which ought to be 
brought before the court speedily, such as applications under 
the Solicitors Act or interpleader applications. The Harman 
Committee would abolish it altogether and, whilst the author 
would agree with them in limiting its scope very considerably, 
he would suggest that its complete abolition would be a 
mistake, certainly so far as Solicitors Act applications are 
concerned 
Reforms proposed 

rhe proposal to do away with the lengthy titles in the 
Chancery Division beginning “‘ In the matter of ”’ is a sensible 
one. When statutory relief is sought, the section of the 
statute which is applicable has to be cited in the body of the 
summons and there is no reason why it should go in the title 
is well. Owing to the practice of putting it in the title, the 
Chancery Division has tended to regard its jurisdiction as 
limited by the title so that if, at the hearing, you find that 
the Act you have quoted is not appropriate but another Act 
is, relief can only be obtained today by amending and inserting 
the other Act in the title. The Harman Committee point 
lesirable and it is to be hoped that the 
simplification of Chancery titles which has already started 
(see Practice Direction at [1959] 1 W.L.R. 743: 2 All E.R.

As there is n 
in practice in arranging for a particular judge or master ti 
take, or not to take, any particular case, there is no reasor 
why the procedure under these two elaborate sub-rules 
which does not work very well, should not be replaced 
a simple provision giving the Chief Master the right to direct 
that a particular master should or should not take a particular 
case where this is desirable ; the master selected will no doubt 
see that the appropriate representations are made if 
particular judge should or should not deal with the casi 
Another welcome proposal is to abolish the Chancery 
practice which requires every litigant to supply and pay fot 
an office copy of his affidavits. The Queen’s Bench and 
Probate, Divorce and Admiralty Divisions have filing systems 
which enable them to use the original affidavits. If the 
Chancery Division cannot do this, why should th 
pay for an extra copy? If, for administrative reasons, the 


, 


Chancery Division must have a second copy, surely it should 
provide its own copying machine and make its own copy at 
the public expense. 

A further complication of the Chancery Division which the 
Committee deplore is the practice of requiring certain 
unsavoury facts to be put in exhibited statements instead o! 
affidavits. A litigant who has a dispute regarding his child 
in the Divorce Division or the Queen’s Bench Division (on 
habeas corpus) has to put all the relevant material in his 
affidavit. If he does this in the Chancery Division he will 
have his affidavit struck off the file and be told to put his 


dirty linen in an exhibited statement The Chancery 
Division has no monopoly of litigants who make unsavoury 
allegations about their relations and there is no reason why 


it should have a different and more expensive procedure in 
this respect.

Harman v. Evershed 

It is not, however, of great importance who is responsible 
for the position which the Harman Committee criticise. The 
basic question is whether they are right in their criticism, 
and this appears to depend on the outcome of the conflict 
between their philosophy and that of the Evershed Committee 
Should the court simply provide facilities for litigation which 
the parties can use or not as they please, or should it exercis 
a paternal and close supervision over litigation throughout its 
course with a view to encouraging speed in decision and 
elimination of unnecessary expense ? Having tried hard as a 
master to adopt the second—or Evershed—approach, the 
author came to a clear conclusion that, within the traditional 
professional framework of the Bench, Bar and solicitors, it 
simply does not work. Inquisitorial methods will not easily 
mix with accusatorial procedure and a compromise appears 
to get the worst of both worlds. On the whole, and with 
some regret, he would therefore support the general thesis cf 
the Harman Committee, which regards the master as an 
unnecessary fifth wheel on the coach. It should be stressed, 
however, that with the extremely complicated procedures 
now in vogue, the legal profession would find it quite impossible 
to conduct Chancery litigation without the assistance of 
masters and their clerks. The Harman thesis is only practi 
able if procedures are simplified in every possible direction 

In the latter part of their report the Committee mention 
briefly some specialised Chancery proceedings, such as specifi« 
performance, partnership and administration actions and 
pedigree cases. These barely come within their terms of 
reference and they only make sporadi 
regard to them. Here is a field where another committee 
ought to be set up-at an early date to explore the present 
jungle and try to cut a few simple ways through it.

In other words, they 
adhere too blindly to the proposition that the importance 
of the convenience of the first person is greater than the 
sum total of the importance of the convenience of all other 
persons concerned—commonly known as “ Jack’s Law.”

Practical Conveyancing 


LOCAL SEARCHES 


\N article on conveyancing was published in our recent Law 
Reform Series (103 Sor. J. 910 et seq.) in which we made 
several suggestions with regard to local land charges. For 
example, we expressed opinions that (except perhaps in 
London) the county and the non-county borough or district 
registers should be consolidated and that a number of matters 
about which additional inquiries are now made should be 

ntained in the registers. We have been somewhat surprised 
that no reader has commented on any of the proposals we 
le for reform (on this or other conveyancing matters), 
and so we are left in doubt whether solicitors consider the 
points raised to be unimportant or whether they see no reason 
to comment because they are in agreement with the opinions 
expressed 

It seems unlikely that there will be any material change in 
the near future in the rules governing the registration of 
| | charges or in the practice on the making of searches. 
Consequently, two proposals made recently about searches

Payment of fees

It may well be that local authorities in the provinces can be 
persuaded to make arrangements of this kind ; they are likely 
to be of the greatest advantage in the smaller provincial 
towns. A high proportion of the searches are made by 
solicitors practising in or near to those towns and so the 
local authority would not have to keep many separate accounts. 
Even so large a city as Birmingham has already permitted 
deposits to be made and it is understood that they cover an 
appreciable proportion of the number of local searches. 
Nevertheless, it seems unlikely that anything of the kind 
could be arranged in the metropolitan boroughs or, perhaps, 
in the Home Counties. So many different firms of solicitors 
submit the searches that it is probably too much to expect 
the local authorities to open deposit accounts and undertake 
the rather costly clerical work which would be involved. We 
have reason to think that most clerks to county councils and 
metropolitan borough councils are likely to hold the opinion 
that the scheme could not conveniently be operated by their 
authorities, by reason of the large number of separate accounts 
involved. On the other hand, it is known that a non-county 
borough introduced the arrangement immediately after the 
clerk read of the Paignton example and that it works smoothly 
mainly because nearly all the conveyancing work in the area 
is done by a small number of firms of solicitors. 

A fair conclusion appears to be that the system might well 
be adopted by the smaller provincial authorities and is likely 
to effect economy for the authority in addition to assisting 
local solicitors. The more solicitors who are prepared to 
make the deposits the more likely does it become that it 
would be convenient for larger authorities. Consequently, 
the example of Birmingham, where it is understood that the 
system already applies to over a quarter of the searches, is 
most interesting. Solicitors who feel that there is an 
appreciable advantage might ask local law societies to 
ascertain the extent of the demand and, where necessary, 
raise the question with appropriate local authorities. 


Search certificates 


A reader has raised the interesting question whether old 
certificates of search in local land charges registers should 
be retained with title deeds. The first point which comes 
to my mind is the important distinction between local 
searches, which are against specified land, and other land 
charge searches, which are against names. It is certainly 
good practice to retain other land charge search certificates 
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with the deeds and the modern tendency is to abstract them. 
If that is a subsequent purchaser's solicitor may 
find it necessary to duplicate the searches in order to prove

The first preliminary issues raised were whether option 
could be validly exercised by an assignee and, if so, whether

319, 
was held that an agreed reduction of a weekly rent from il 
to 16s. did not create a new demise, and that proce dings 
could not, therefore, be taken in the county court (/50 a year 
being then the limit). In Foguet v. Moor (1852), 7 Ex. 879, 
the grantee of a seven years’ lease pleaded that by 4 verbal

At first instance, McNair, J., had held, in Baker v. Merckel, 
that it was not necessary to imply a surrender and fresh grant ;

the option was exercised. The Court of Appeal preferred to 
base its decision on the Re Savile Settled Estates dictum or 
proposition that there had been a new grant (though the 
earlier part of Maugham, J.’s observations—any arrangement 
which operates as a fresh demise works a surrender—does 
not imply that any variation operates as a fresh demise) ; 
and, as the original tenant'was himself a party to the variation, 
his liability continued 

It would have been different, no doubt, if the option had 
been negotiated by an assignee What awaits decision is 
the question whether, when a tenancy is continued by statute 
e.g., by the Landlord and Tenant Act, 1954, s.

LEGAL AID: COSTS AGAINST AIDED 
PERSON : DAMAGES 


Carr v. Boxall; Brimmer (Third Party)

; tion heard on 3rd March, 1959, an order was made, 

‘, Cirecting an inquiry before an official referee to 

the damages which the defendant, a legally aided 

id suffered by being prevented from carrying on 

‘ a certain kiosk of which it was conceded that he 

all questions of costs were adjourned. The 

‘lencant had re-oceupied the kiosk on Ist August, 1958, 
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and by his report dated 6th November, 1958, the official 
referee assessed the damages at £1,301 14s. 3d. The plaintiff 
had paid £600 into court against the defendant's claim for 
damages. It was agreed that the defendant was liable to 
pay certain costs to the first plaintiff and to the plaintiffs, 
and that the first plaintiff and the plaintiffs were liable to 
pay certain costs to the defendant. 

Cross, J., in a reserved judgment, said that, by s. 2 (2) (e) 
of the Legal Aid and Advice Act, 1949, and reg. 17 of the 
Legal Aid (General) Regulations, 1950 (as amended), the 
liability of an assisted person by virtue of an order for costs 
made against him was not to exceed the amount (if any) 
which it was reasonable for him to pay having regard to all 
the circumstances, including the means of all parties and 
their conduct in connection with the dispute; and by s. 3 
and reg. 16 any damages payable to and costs awarded to the 
defendant would have to be paid to The Law Society and 
would become subject to a charge in favour of The Law 
Society to recoup so much of the costs of the defendant as 
was not covered by his contribution. He (his lordship) 
could direct a set-off of the costs payable by the first plaintiff 
to the defendant against the costs payable by the defendant 
to the first plaintiff, and of the costs payable by both plaintiffs 
to the defendant against the costs payable by the defendant 
to both plaintiffs (s. 3 (b) of the Act) ; and that he proposed 
to do. There might be a balance of costs payable by the 
defendant. The damages payable to the defendant must be 
regarded as part of his “means” and, as that sum must 
exceed any balance of costs payable by him, he had no 
difficulty in saying that it was reasonable that the defendant 
should pay such balance. Plaintiffs suing a legally aided 
defendant were entitled to every reasonable protection ; 
and he proposed to direct that one-half of the sum paid into 
court should not be paid to the defendant except on the 
production of an affidavit by his solicitors to the effect that 
the costs to be paid by the defendant had been satisfied by 
set-off or payment. Under s. 3 of the Law Reform (Miscel- 
laneous Provisions) Act, 1934, the court was given power in 
any proceedings for the recovery of any debt or damages to 
award interest on the debt or damages for the whole or any 
part of the period between the date when the cause of action 
arose and the date of judgment. If, at the trial, Danckwerts, J., 
had been able to assess the Gamages suffered by the defendant 
up to date and to make an order for their payment, the 
defendant would have received interest on the judgment so 
long as the plaintiffs did not satisfy it, while, as soon as it 
was satisfied, he would have had the use of the sum and the 
plaintiffs would have ceased to have the use of it. He 
therefore proposed to direct payment of interest at 4 per 
cent. on the sum of damages from Ist August, 1958, when the 
defendant re-occupied the kiosk, down to judgment.

ADOPTION: “CONTINUOUSLY IN THE CARE 
AND POSSESSION” OF THE APPLICANTS: 
LEGITIMATION : POWER OF JUSTICES 

In re C. S. C. (an infant) 
Roxburgh, J. 25th February, 1960 

Appeal from Berkshire justices sitting at Abingdon. 

On 22nd December, 1959, a juvenile court heard an 
application for an adoption order under the Adoption Act, 
1958. The adoption had been arranged by the local authority. 
The evidence given on the hearing of the application showed 
that, during the three months immediately preceding the 
hearing, the child had been in the care and possession of the 
mother, on one occasion for two consecutive nights and, on 
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unother occasion, for a night anda day. The putative father 
of the child gave evidence to the effect that, when the mother, 
who was married to a third party, was divorced, he would 
marry her lhe mother refused to consent to the adoption 
but the juvenile court granted the application and dispensed 
with the consent of the mother The mother appealed to the 
High Court. 


ROXBURGH, J., giving judgment in open court, said that, 
if the putative father married the mother, by the operation 
of s. 1 of the Legitimacy Act, 1959, which removed s, 1 (2) 
from the Legitimacy Act, 1926, any such marriage would 
legitimate the child. It was important to consider, in 
connection with the welfare of the child, whether legitimation 
vas not to be preferred to adoption. The justices had never 
onsidered that point and their failure to do so entirely 
vitiated the exercise by them of their discretion under the 
Adoption Act, 1958. The words “ continuously in the care 


and possession ’’ of the applicants for at least three consecutive 
months prior to the order in s. 3 of the Adoption Act, 1958, 
were difficult ; and construed quite literally produced absurd 
results. The difficulty had been appreciated by the Lord 


President in the Scottish case of M.A.B., Petitioner {1953} 
S.C. 227. Where the child had been in the exclusive care and 
possession of the mother for the whole of a night and part of 
a day that was not consistent with the words “ continuously 
in the care and possession ”’ of the applicants.
